Police Court 

The case of C. F. A. Leeds v. J. 
A. Pearce was settled in the police 
court on Monday last. Inspector 
Tucker who heard the case gave ver- 
in favor of C. F. Leeds regarding the 
damages claimed, since the law dis- 
tinctly states that the claimant must 
have a lawful fence. In this par- 
ticular case it seems that Mr. Pearce 
did not have a fence as required by 
the law. 

We agree with the verdict given. 
There was no option for the judge. 
But at the same time we all know 
that all legal fences will not keep 
out hogs, and the same damages 
might have been done had Mr. Pearce 
had his property protected by a legal 
fence. There should be some law 
allowing hogs to run at large during 
the winter, when they can do little 
harm, and when they make good use 
of feed that otherwise would be spoilt. 
Last year many farmers in thir dis- 
trict lost heavily on feeding their 
hogs, while at the same time abun- 
dance of feed went to waste on their 
fields that the hogs could have secur- 
ed, but for the danger of impound- 
ing, with the necessary costs. So 
far as the impounding was concerned 
Inspector Tucker stated this was per- 
fectly legal, and ordered the defend- 
ant to pay the poundage fees. 


Winnipeg, Jan. 14.-Premier Norris 
today met a deputation representing 
the liquor interests of Manitoba and 
told them that a bare majoriuy would 
carry the prohibition measure upon 
which the province will vote on in 
March.
